NEW YORK e —Interest rates on 
mortgages and on bank loans to 
business are rising slowly. But 
Uncle Sam 
still hoping to hold 
down the interest he must pay on 
the huge federal debt. 
The people he borrows the money 
from—the banks, insurance com­ 
panies and other private investors 
—have been clamoring for the trea­ 
sury to issue long-term bonds pay­ 
ing more than the present interest 
rate of 24 per cent. 
But the federal debt now tops 
$259 billion. Annual interest pay­ 
ment totals on it are already high. 
And any rise in interest rates 
would increase the burden on the 
taxpayers by that much more. The 
treasury, therefore, is hoping to 
hold the interest rate at its present 
level.

British Fools, 
Arab League 
Aid Declares 


Official Declares 
No Force Can Stop 
Egyptian Movement 


PARIS uP— Abdul Rahman 
Az­ 
zam Pasha, secretary-general of 
the Arab League, today called the 
British “fools” for wanting to re­ 
main in the Suez Canal zone. 
“They are fools." he said, “fight­ 
ing a nation of 20 million people 
determined to put them out. No 
force can stop the Egyptian na­ 
tionalist government. There is no 
use playing around with it. Either 
the British must occupy the whole 
country for 20 years, or they must 
get out." 
He spoke before the Anglo-Amer­ 
ican Press Association. 
He accused Britain of wanting 
to keep 10.000 troops in the Suez 
Canal zone merely for reasons of 
tradition. Actually, he said, they 
furnish no protection at all. 
Azzam Pasha said that Egypt 
and all the Middle East are not 
neutral, but anti-Communist. 
"We think." he said, “that we 
have an ideology superior to Rus­ 
sian materialism and American 
dollar democracy. But our real 
fight is against the Russian ideolo­ 
g y " 
Azzam Pasha—himself an Egyp­ 
tian—said the Egyptians are ready 
to recognize that the Russians may 
be a danger IO years from now. 
but they consider the British the 
danger at the moment. 
“Why should we think of Rus­ 
sian aggression," he asked, “when 
we already, have an aggression?”

Fun With Figures 
It is taken for granted that one of the first 
things Congress will do when it returns to 
Washington is to raise the public debt limit 
from its present legal figure of 275 billion 
dollars. 
If the limit were raised, it probably would 
be set at 300 billion, where it was set in 1945. 
The next year, the Truman administration ask­ 
ed that the figure be reduced to 275 billion, 
where it has remained ever since. 
At its highest point, the debt reached 279 
billion in February, 1946. Its lowest point after 
the war was reached on April 30, 1949, when 
the debt was reduced to 249 billion. This month 
it is inching upward to 260 billion. 
The reason for raising and lowering the legal 
limit is political, not legal and certainly not 
moral. There is no known way to keep con­ 
gressmen from appropriating money—and cer­ 
tainly no known way to keep the Executive De­ 
partment from asking for appropriations. 
But it is good psychology to go through the 
motions.

Will Capitalism Crack First? 
It’s almost impossible to get through a day 
without stumbling over the statement that the 
Soviet Union is waiting for capitalism to crack 
under the pressure. 
This usually is stated as something most like­ 
ly to happen to the United States as the country 
which the Soviet Union fears most. It is said 
that if capitalism failed here. the result would 
be the same as a military victory for the Con- 
munist conspiracy. 
Repetition of this statement, whether deliber­ 
ate or not, is planting the idea that capitalism 
is on trial, and that it w’as put on trial by the 
modified Marxism being practiced in Russia. 
This leaves the impression that whereas cap­ 
italism may collapse under the strain imposed 
by the modified Marxists, the latter have nothing 
to worry about. 
There could 
be 
no more 
thorough-going application than this of the psy­ 
chology of a war of nerves. 
It is not capitalism which is on trial, but 
modified Marxism. The latter is wholly experi­ 
mental, having never been tried before, and 
presumably unworkable because real Marxism 
always has proved to be unworkable. 
Capitalism’s greatest strength is its flexibil­ 
ity, which is the envy of all managed economies. 
The only real threat to its survival, therefore, 
lies in the possibility that it might be managed 
too closely by those who are greedy for author­ 
ity.

Irving became an outstanding 
figure during more than half a 
century in the steel industry. He 
started at the bottom in a Penn­ 
sylvania steel plant in 1894 
His direction of the nation’s big­ 
gest steel corporation came during 
the worst depression in American 
history. Under his leadership, U. S. 
Steel loaned $9 million—to depres­ 
sion-stricken employees without se­ 
curity. At the time, the company 
was operating at a loss. 
Irvin, a native of Indiana. Pa., 
retired as vice chairman of the 
U. S. Steel Board of Trustees in 
1939. But he continued as a board 
member and finance chairman of 
the board. 
During World War II. Irvin was 
chairman of President Roosevelt's 
war production fund to conserve 
manpower. He also was head of the! 
National Safety Council.
